1. ACTING KENYAN PERM REP FAKIH CONFIRMED TO MISOFF JAN 9 
THAT KENYAN DRAFT RES ON NAMIBIA WILL NOT OCCASION REQUEST 
FOR SC SESSION ON NAMIBIA IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE. FAKIH INDICATED 
THAT KENYANS WISHED TO BE "REALISTIC" ABOUT MATTER. AWARE 
THAT, ON ONE HAND, INITIAL DRAFT WOULD COME UP AGAINST VETO AND 
ON OTHER HAND THAT TEXT, WITH MODIFICATIONS SUGGESTED BY UK, 

US, AND FRANCE, WOULD NOT BE REGARDED BY AF'S AS CONSTITUTING 
"PROGRESS" ON NAMIBIAN QUESTION, KENYANS BELIEVE BEST SOLUTION 
IS TO LET THEIR DRAFT RES QUIETLY DIE. 

2. IN ANOTHER NAMIBIAN DEVELOPMENT IN NEW YORK, WE UNDERSTAND 
THAT DEPARTING ZAMBIAN PERM REP LUSAKA, WHO IS OUTGOING PRES 
OF COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, HAS PERSUADED THAT COUNCIL TO 

ELECT AS YET UNNAMED NEW ZAMBIAN PERM REP TO ITS PRESIDENCY, 
THEREBY GIVING ZAMBIANS TWO CONSECUTIVE TERMS. WE BELIEVE 
THAT SEAN MCBRIDE, NEW (IRISH) COMMISSIONER FOR NAMBIA, WHO 
HAS BEEN IN NEW YORK THIS WEEK, PLAYED ROLE IN ENCOURAGING 
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ACCEPTANCE OF LUSAKA'S PROPOSAL. INDONESIA AND OTHERS 
INITIALLY OPPOSED RE-ELECTION OF PRINCIPLE, BUT ARE 
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ACCEPTING FORMULA WHEREBY RE-ELECTION OF A ZAMBIAN 'WILL NOT 
PREJUDICE" NORMAL FUTURE ROTATION OF PRESIDENCY.
